Senator Heck Creates Sur- 


prise By Agreeing To 


Request 


The manner in -which progres- 


sive forces, in the majority in the 
state senate, are being outgeneral- 
led by stalwart leaders was given a 
striking illustration in the senate 
today on the Heck resolution call- 
ing for a referendum on war. The 
referendum on war -was a progres- 
sive platform demand in the last 
campaign. 
The Heck resolution, as introduc- 


ed, read, in part, as follows: 
"Resolved by the senate, the as- 


sembly concurring, That congress 
be and is hereby memorialized to 
submit to the states for ratifica- 
tion an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States providing 
that, except in case of actual phys- 
ical invasion of the United States 
01- except in case of such imminent 
danger as not to admit of delay, the 
congress of the' United States shall 
not declare the existence of a state 
of war with any foreign power un- 
til after the 
submission of such 


question to the electors of the va- 
rious states and until after an af- 
firmative vote thereon by a ma- 
jority of such -electors.',' 
Senator Skogmb, stalwart leader, 


said that he would support the res- 
olution provided that Senator Heck 
would agree to change the phrase- 
ology somewhat. Senator Skogmo 
asked to have inserted after 
the 


words "hereby 
memorialized 
to" 


the following words: "to give con- 
sideration to the question of" so as 
to make the sentence read: "Re- 
solved by the senate, the assembly 
concurring, that congress be and is 
hereby memorialized to give con- 
sideration to the question of sub- 
mitting- to the. state." etc. •

A handful of axioms, easy for the for- 


ensic juggling of an orator, hard to lay 
down as a 'basis for actual life. 
' They were written -by Eugene V. Debs. 
And, so far as it lies in the power of one 
to guide his destiny by an unwavering 
purpose, they were lived by Eugene V. 
Debs. 


You may disagree with his views; yet 


you cannot dislike the coiu-age that suf- 
Cered all for them. 


You may loathe his politics; yet you 


cannot be incensed over his humor and 
tolerance, which recognizes your loath- 
ing and forgives it, with a touch of irony, 
perhaps. 


You may applaud his imprisonment, 


yet you must, once you see and hear him, 
applaud also the fine fibre of him that 
no prison could warp, and the fine heart 
of him that returned to the world be- 
yond the walls without rancor.' 


If you hate the man's policies, you ad- 


mire the man. If you admire the man's 
policies, you love the man. 


That is 'Debs. 
In prfson, where the spirit of a man 


is tested—and often broken—he carried 
with him sunlight and the free out-of- 
doors which he would not, could not shed 
with his citizen's clothes. It is said—by 
the warden himself—that the prisoners 
turned to him for leadership and guid- 
ance.- It is hard, it must be hard, to 
guide by gentleness in prison, where 
force is enthroned. 


He is out again—the "Old Agitator". 


At nearly three score and ten, heedless 
of his health, perhaps, he is again at 
war. . 


And his weapons are words, and a 


smile that lights up his lean face, and 
a lean hand that reaches out over his 
audience to draw them perforce to the 
truth as he sees it. 


Madison—all of Madison—should wel- 


come Debs. And Madison—a great part 
of Madison—should pack the university 
gymnasium to let him visualize and 
sense that welcome. 


It seems cruel that a' man of Debs'

messages, from men of all shades of po- 
litical opinion, were sent to him. Mr. 
Debs, by prison regulations, could re- 
ceive as many letters as he wished, but 
could write only to members of his im- 
mediate family. 
It was his habit to 


write, on the backs of the envelopes 
which had contained letters to him, lit- 
tle notes to his brother, which contained 
references to the writers. Of the many 
Madison people who wrote to Mr. Debs, 
William Ellery Leonard, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, has a small collection 
of these odd missives, which had been 
forwarded by the brother of Mr. Debs. 
rh«s, when Mr. Leonard's book, "The 
ityxielatesr J3ee ancl Other Poems", ap- 
jeared, Mr. Debs acknowledged the poem 
"The Old Agitator", with these simple 
>-ords: "It seems impossible that my pal- 
try service should win such praise.

LIFE OF CHRIST 
by 
Giovanni Papini. 


Translated by Dorothy Canfield Fisher. (New 
York: Harcourt-BraccJ. 


As I am .about a month behind several of the 


other better review columns in treating- on 
this book, I hesitate to say that it bids fail- 
to be one of the literary sensations • of the 
year. But skip as I may around the old bro- 
mide, to it I must return for adequate means 
of expression. This wonderful story of Christ 
is as inspiring a volume as has ever been pub- 
lished. A word about Papini himself may help 
you to appreciate the inspirational force of the 
book. Ho is now recognized as Italy's most 
able man of letters. Until 1920, when, by his 
own confession, the story of Christ led him to 
the -Church, a cold atheistic philosophy held his 
soul. Invective and vituperation were the terms 
in which he conceived of his fellow 'men.' 
In" 


fact, history will never record a more cynical, 
heretical turn of mind. He was a positive de- 
light of the school of Bergson. The great so- 
ciological, and intellectual agonies of adjust- 
ment precipitated l}y the war, led Papini to in- 
vestigate the troubles of mankind with the 
end of .establishing5, a formula for social hap- 
piness. 


After a study (almost 
staggering 
in 
its 


scope) into the history of mankind, Papini de- 
cided that Christ's idea of a universal Broth- 
erhood of Man was the only solution. A great 
change then came into Papini's own point of 
view. From an atheist, violently destructive 
and negative, Papini became in the course of 
three or four years a sublimely enthusiastic 
disciple of Christ and His idea of brotherly 
love. And thus he writes -with,.the "pure and 
enlightened enthusiasm of a man whose happi- 
ness at having discovered the one philosophy 
that seems to hold out a cure for the -'ills of a 
heartsore world'—an enthusiasm that carries 
.the reader away. And so this story of Christ 
is a simple story of Him, interpreted in terms 
of His understanding of men and their tribu- 
lations. There is nothing about the book that 
would amount to' a deviation from the story as 
told by the apostles themselves. But the theor 
logical constructions that have been put on the 
Christ story by different sects, are wholly ig- 
nored. In this story you meet the Christ whose 
philosophy is, in the opinion'of Papini, 
the; 


only cv.ve for the spiritually disturbed of our- 
modern world. And they are without a doubt 
the middle classes, to whom involved theologi- 
cal interpretations of 'Christ which rob '.his 
teachings of democratic conceptions, are be- 
coming tiresome. 


Every literary 'device of skill is employed by 


Papini to make beautiful this story. The de- 
scription • of 
the
